The English in Rome during the 
Woly Ween, 


(From “ Diary of an Idle Woman in Taly." 
by Brancea Elliot.) 

Ever since Christmas,. and even before, I 
had heard about ‘the ceremonies of the 
aly Week,” until I was woary of the words. 
The crowd, the difficulty of obtaining tickets, 
the hours to be passed in waiting, the music 
of the “ Mixerere,” all wére so minutely dis- 
cugsed, so dinued into my ears by old and 
experienced Anglo-Romans, that at last I 
mentally resolved not to goat all, butto read 
instead some catalogue raisons of the whole 
affair, and swear T was “‘ charmed, delighted, 

“rapt, inspired." I have a goneral dislike to 
all grand religious ceremonies, where “the 
world, the flesh, and the devil” assert their 
unwelcome presenca amid pillared aisles, 
hollowed sanctuaries, conserrated altars, and 
venerable tombs, On such occasions the 
imposing ceremonial tvo often sinks into ‘a 
mere dramatic representation; the music 
degenerates into sounds harsh and wearisome, 
« liko awect bells jangled out of tume ;” and 
all thoze religious sympathies which ought 
to be ercited—are utterly silenced or radoly 
offended. Of all crowds in. the world, an 
English crowd is the most uncompromising
